The first is that we need it! 


4nd from there, there has to be a feasability, phasing and costing 
study which we hope will soon be undertaken, 


When this is done we shall know the cost, and timing of the phases, 
which could be Village Green, tennis courts, swimming pool (open) games 
centre including games room, billiards, bar and refreshments room, changing 
rooms and so on, 4nd covering the swimming pool, in that order. 


It will cost a lot of money, phase by phase, and we can expect fairly 
substantial constributions from several sources, but we may have to find 
about 25% ourselves. 


As to use of facilities when we get them, we have to bear in mind the 
cost of staff, maintenance and upkeep, and possible loan charges, and 
obviously there will be no question of a "free-for-all" affair - and this 
will include the Villagers. 


An 4merican scheme on which our idea is based provides for a form of 
"Club" membership for residents, which is probably what we would do, and 
we would also charge for use by anyone from outside the Village. 


The most frequent comment reported to the Editor is, roughly, "Why 
bust our braces providing something for other people (not Villagers presumably) 
to use for nothing". 


Well, “other people" WON'T use it for nothing, but if, as we hope to 
do, we get help from Public monies in building it, obviously the Public can 
expect to use it, but equally obviously, EVERYBODY, including ourselves, will 
have to pay something when we use it to meet the costs of upkcep. 


So please, everybody, try to be sensible about supporting the Scheme - 
we have a very long way to go: the burden of getting there is being borne by 
a very few people, but something like this is so essential to us all and to 
our children, that a united front is a must.
